MORE OPIUM SMUGGLING. 

The case in which « boat-woman and o 
man of no particular employment aro 
charged with having been in unlawful 
possession of aome 1,400 taols of raw opium 
was again bofora Mr Pollook this after- 
noon. Mr Johnson, Crown Solicitor, pro- 
aecuted, and Mr Caldwell appeared for tho 
‘accund defendant. 

Mr Jobnaon explained that the defon- 
dents wore charged with boing in possca- 
sion of raw opium in quantities [ess than a 
chest without a,certificute of purchase from 
a licencoe.’ Bection 4 of the Opinm Or- 
dinanoe provided that licunces for traflick- 
ing in raw opium in quantities less than a 
chest might be granted, but as a matter of 
fact the Government had granted no licence 
of this kind, ao that the defendants could 
not possibly havo a valid certificate of pur. 
chaso. No person except the Opiuw Far- 
mer was entitled to have. raw opitim in his 

ion in less quantity than a chest. — 

His Worship aaid thore had boon put in. 
three certificates of purchase and three 
papers purporting to be official export per- 
mits, 

Mr Onllwoll said that according to his 
instructions the latter three papers did not 
pretend to bo official export permits, That 
was to say, it waa not protended that they 
were inaued: by: the Superintendent of Im- 
ports and Exporta, | 

His Worship said he did not eco how 
anybody olso could iasue them. 

Mr Caldwell. caid that waa one of tho 
questions in this cass. 

Inspector Quincey said—At 7 p.m. on 
the 6th inst., I in company with two 
Chinese Sergeants and a Chinese constable 
went to Praya West near the P. & 0. 
triangular wharf. There I saw 6 amall 
sampon IJying about fifty yards dff the 
wharf. I told ono ,of tho Sbrgcants to 
engage another sampin and see if there 
was anything in the boat. Ho indicated to 
mo that there ware some packages, I thon 
ordered the boat to be brought slongside 
the prays, Ieaw in the boat the packagos 
in Gourt. Each package contained four 
tins, On examining the contents of one of 
the tins I found what I took to bo raw 
opium. The first defendant gave mo the 
six certificates produced. She said the 
opium belonged to » man whom she could 
‘point out and who hed asked her to take 
care of it till he roturnod. She said the 
man lived in Queen's Road Central ond 
that she could point’ out the ahop.

concluded Rosae-Kurean. Overland -Com- 
mervial Treaty, sa published in the Oficial 
Gatette of Japan, and translated by the 
Japun Herald :— .

We givo below a few telegrams from 
Anstralian papers with regard to the agita- 
tien in the Australian Oulonies with regard 
to the nomination of Governors ‘raised by 
the appointment of Sir H. A, Blake to the 
Governorship of Queensland :— :

Govornment 
against the appointment of Sir Arthur 
Henry Blake to the Governorship of that 
colouy, says that the Colonial Ministry had 
a right to be consulted in tho matter, and 
the refusal of such a‘reas nable request 
may hinder Imperial federation. 

The Pali Mall Gazette to-day, referring 
to the Queensland Governorehip, saya that 
the appointment as colonial Governors of 
persons distasteful to the colonists will tend 
to promote tho Separatist movement.
